West, aad Kast Rivers peti- 
tioned the V oaroy for protection ayainst 
pirates. ‘Tue Viceroy in reply ixswd a pro- 
clamatiou which. we are iuformad, did not afford 
protection. but impose | restrictions ou the traffic. 
‘} he conditions impused are said to bave veen 
suggested ty the Commissioner of Castons 
The Iiunch owners protested. wherenp im the 
Commissiooer of Customa issued the following 
notification :— 
“this is to notify tha owners of Chinese 
| steam-launches that the robberies cow nitted 
| on steam-lanuches are due ty the failare of 
the masters to oomply with the ordera of the 
Viceroy and the Commissioner of Customs as 
to searchiug the persons aud the layggaze of 
passengers. In consequence of this frilure to 
make the search direvted armed robbers are 
enabled to tuke pissage by the luunches, and. with 
the assistance of other robbers who come along- 
side in bouts, to commit their depredations while 
the launches are on their voyages. As the rub- 
beries are increasing day by day, the Viceroy 
has given ordera that every steam-laanch shal! 
engage tour constables for the purpose of search- 
ing the persons and the lugyage of passeugers 
to ascertain whether they are carrying revol- 
vers or other weapons before they are allowed 
to. go on board. These constables are to be 
paid by -the launches and are to wear 
uniforms bearing the word “constable” and 
the name of the launch to which they ure 
attached. T'be names of the constables, with 
_ their ages and native places. ara to be register- 
- . -éd‘in the Custom-house and in the office ef. the 
Sin Hau Kuk, where the constables can apply 
’ for their arms, which must be paid for by the 
launch-owners. . If the lannches carry their 
own‘arme they must be submitted fur examina- 
_ tion’ at the Custom-house. As these provis-

PIRATICAL ATTACK ON A BRITISH 
STEAMER ON THE WEST RIVER.

The British steamer Cheong Kong, which ar- 
rived on Monday morning from Wuchbow, was 
attacked by pirates on the voyage and vas after- 
wards made nse of by the pirates tu effect the 
plunder of another craft. The vessel is owned 
by the Kwang Wan firm, aud the Tung Kee 
firm ars her agents. All went well on the 
voyage from Wuchow to Kamohuck, where she 
called to pick up passeugers. She left Kum- 
chuk again at 4 p.m. on Sunday, and about a 
quarter-of-an-hour later the crew commenced to 
search the passengers, a usual proceeding, to as- 
certain if any of them had arma, A oumbor of 
pirates who had came on board as passengers at 
once produced revolvers, assumed a threatening 
attitade, and overawed the crew, the master of 
the steamer being wounded There were abont 
seventeen bona fide passengers on board. The 
pirates ransacked the passengers’ luggage, 
collected everything of value. on the steamer, 
and compelled the master to steam to Cha 
Tau San, where they landed their plunder. 
This having been accomplished they used 
the steamer to make an attack on a junk 
towed by a steam-lnanch. ‘The sleam-launch 
at once opened fire, whioh the pirates re- 
turned, the battle lasting for about half-an- 
hour, when the launch cast off her tow 
and steamed away, leavius the junk to 
the pirates’ meray. The latter then boarded 
the :unk and aude arich haul, as they found oo 
her seventeen cases of vpiam and a box of gold 
coins valued at about $2.00). They then 
steamed back to Cha Tau San, where thay laad- 
ed with their booty, and allowed the Cheony 
Kong to resume her voyage to Hengkong.

‘The mag 
sive towers of numerous pawnshops broke the 
monotony of the low se , and yamen and 
graduates, poles were plentifally sprinkled 
among the mass of buildings, many of which 
are large well-built family mansions, embower- 
red in clumps of venerable looking trees, This 
is one of the great centres of the silk district, © 
and is famous for gvealth and influence. Mr. 
Henry, in his book entitled’ “Ling Nam,” 
states, as a proof of its! importance, that: at 
one time, Kow-kong was reckoned to be able 
to supply 3U0,000 troops to the Imperial army 
if wanted, aud it is obvious from the view 
gained from the deck of the Wuchow that it is 
a place of first-class importance. But no 
steamer calls there. Probably it derives all ite 
supplies from Canton. a 
Beyond Kow-koog the river broadens owt 
und several pagodas are passed, until about 
fiftean miles farther up it sweeps round a point 
marked on the ohart as Poo Gee Kok, whore 
the current.is very etrong. Just beyond this 
rises on a bold point Kumchow Pagoda, a fine 
tower of seven stories in good condition, at 
foot of which lies a small picturesque island. 
Some large brick kilns were next. p 
co ose to the banks, where the bluo bricks so well 
kuown in Kwangtung are manafactured.. 
These are baked wish fnel brought down 
the river from upper Kwangtong and 
Kwangsi, consisting of grass, twigs, and 
other vegetable refuse. It is stacked neatl 
on fiat boats and is generally acoompani 
by another craft carrying a similarly sised 
atack of fu:l for (he boffaloes who are 
osed for working in the brick flelds. A curions 
sizht is presented in these brickflelds- by 
the scores of mat umbrellas -dotted about, 
auoder which the men shape the bricks. The 
collection of the fuel and fodder constitutes 
quite an important industry farther -up: the 
river, :

HONGKONG TO WUCHOW, 
AND BACK. 


Atatime when the West River has become 
somewhat notorious ;—firstly, by reason of its 
waters having been oomiually opsued to forvigo 
trade aud navigation; seoondly,on account of this 
privilege haviny, like maoy another ( ‘inexe con- 
cession, provad less valuable than was expected 
owing to offlsial duplicity; aud. thirdly, boowse 
of the piravies which hava becoma chronic in 
the distr.ct through which it courses ;—a brief 
aconunt of the voyage to Wachow, the present 
hend of steam u vigation, may indnee others to 
venture on a trip fraught with mush interest

‘he three steamboat companies—the Houg- 
kong, Cantoo, aud Macao Stuamboat Co., the 
China Navigation Co,, and the indo-China 8. 
N. Co.—have placed two steamboats. specially 
built for the trade, on the line between. Hong- 
kongaud Wachow, calling en route at the ‘I'rsaty 
port of Samsbni, and at the way ports Kong- 
miu, Kumehuk, Shiuhing and ‘Takhiog. These 
steumers are designed for and do carry a large 
nawber of Chinese passengers, dud they have 
good accommodation for 16 saloon passengers 
‘T’be bulk of the cargo is couveyed ina lighter, 
which is towed up and down river, and which 
will carry some 360 tons. The trip to Wachow 
and back occapies four daya and a night; that 
is to say, about 110 hours, inclading stoppages, 
which are frequent; and the steamors leave 
Hongkong on Wednesday and Friday evenings, 
at 5 p.m. 

Thad greatly desired to see the country and its .

fident expectation of an agreeable journey that I 
went on board the steamer Wuchow on Friday 
evening, the 2uth October, and joined a very 
pleasant little party of passengers who were 
of like mind with cayaslt.

We soon lost sight of Wuchow, the river 
taking some sharp bends between high hills. 
The country is well wooded, and in the valleys, 
which were’ occasionally revealed between the 
hills, cultivation of sweet potatoes, yams, sugar- 


. cane, and various crops is carried ov. But of 


towns.or large villages no trace was visible, and 
pozeant life was represented by a few men and 
women here and there cultivating the al- 
lavial ‘soil left exposed on the banks by 
the fall of the stream or herding buffaloes. 
One or two small steam-launches were passed 
towing boats, and some passage boats were 
seon, bat when about ten miles up stream 
traffic seemed scanty. There is, however, a 
good deal of traffic with Kweilin, the capital 
of the provines, though the amount could 
no doubt be enormonsly increased by tho 
substitution of very light draft stern wheal 
steamers for the native boats. Many small 
herds of water buffaloes were passed, some of 
which were encountered swimming across the 


' river. ‘he culver, terrified by the whistle, took 


refuge among the cuws, who obviously support- 
ed them in the water. 

We landed at Ang-how by the aid of a native 
boat which put off in regponse to our hail, 
malgré the dour looks of the man apparently 
in charge, and whose surly and sullen coun- 
tenance nothing could lighten up, inoluding the 
silver bestowed as a cumshaw. After a walk of 
about a mile on the high banks, from which 
a view of tolerably oxtensive tracts of cul- 
tivated couutry was obtainable, and muking 
a detour to avoid «a herd of sniffpy and 
hostile buffaloes, we rejoined the Jaauoh, 
weighed anchor and started to return to Wu. 
chow. We touched the bottom once on the 
way down, but got off again without much 
difficulty. aud arrived at Wuchow about 7 p.m.,, 
finding some little difficulty in threading a 
pasrage through the small craft at the mouth 
of the Fu-ho. 

I was informed that badyers were very pleuti- 
ful round Wuchow, and were hunted by the 
natives, who eat them. The armadillo is also 
common it the country up the Fa-ho. Of tigers 
IT saw nothing and heard littl. hey do not 
appear to be plentiful. Birds seemed scarce, 
bat [ saw one or two vurieties that were new to 


me.

After dinner it was clear and bright, and 
when the moon got up we had some 
beautiful revelations of scenery as we 
swept down the river to Shiuhing, some 
sixty miles distant from Takhing, and where 
it was intended to anohor on arrival. 1 turned 
in abont 10 p.m., and slept soundly until 
wakened by the noises attendant on arrival at 
Shiuhing about $ a.m. 


SHIUHING CITY. 

A tap at the cabin door some time before 
dawn reminded me of the arrangement made 
the previous evening to visit the Marble Rooks 
and the Caverns before breakfast, so I tumbled 
into my togs with all spved, joined my fellow 
passengers on deck, and after a hurried snack 
we got into a boat and pulled ashore at the 
central landing place of Shiuhing, mounted the 
long flight of out granite steps laid with great 
neatnoss, and crossing a piece of unoccupied 
land plunged into tho oity. 

The inhabitants were but just turning ont 
and the shopkeepers wero opening their cases 
and displaying their manifold wares, . Some, 
less energetic, had not taken down their sHutters; 
but the purveyors of food of all kinds wore 
all on the alert and the day’a supplies of 
fish; flesh, fowl, vegetables and frnits wore 
all on view, and business had already 
commenced. Speaking of fish I may here 
remark that we had a kind of fresh water sole, 
purohased here, for breakfast, which was most 
delicions. It is like the ordinary sole, but 
smaller, the flesh very white and firm and 
delicate. 

Shiuhing is an unusually well built city.. No. 
doubt this is duetoits former position as capital of 
the province of Kwangtung. Vestiges of departed 
importance still cling to it in the breadth, clean- 
liness, and style of its main streets, the excel- 
lence of its pavements, and its comparative free- 
dom from the odours which usually assail the 
pedestrian’s nostrils in Chinese citios. It un- 
doubtedly ranka high in this respect, and is 
certainly beyond all comparison the oleanest 
and least unsavoury town I have seen in the 
Chinese Empire, Some of the shops are hand- 
some and woll supplied; ordinary goods of all 
descriptions, whether native er foreign, may be 
purchased in them ; but I failed to discover any 
“eario” shops. The only things peculiar to 
Shiuhing are the articles (mostly cups and san- 
cers and images of Buddha or other gods) 
made out of the local marble, which can be 
bought here at moderate prices. Pewter-ware 
is also made in considerable variety in several 
shops in the ontekirts. 

I had no time to visit any of the public 
baildings, but these are extensive, though somo 
are ina rather ruinous condition, nor did we 
investigate any temples within the walls, for 
time pressed. Our programme was cut ont,

The cargo space, consisting of 21 different 
compartments, is avcessible through seven 
hatches ; there are four hydraulic cranos‘and L!

The motive power consists of two quadruple 
expansion engines of 7,000 indicated horse-power, 
which give the vessel a speed of 15 knots. By 
artificial draft this can be inoreased to 9(:0 ind. 
horse-power and a speed of 16 to 164 knots. Six 
boilers together with 27 foils provide the ne- 
cessary steam, and the bunkers have a capacity 
of 1,650 tons. 

The safety appliances consist of ten boats 
30 feet long, two 25 feet long, one “2 feet 
long (these being of wood), and eight 
25 feet long built of steel. These boats 
are placed in positions from whence they can 
easily be launched and speoial patented ap- 
pliances have been provided to secure their safe 
Iaunching. 

The steamer will not be open for inspection 
by the public until her return from Ja an, 
Everyone who visits her must admit that Capt.

With reference to General Black's recent 
gpeech in which he expressed his ‘opinion that 
if ene or two Chinese battalions had been raised 
in the sixties, they would have formed the 
nucleus of a Chinese army, I am inclined to 
your opinion, Mr. Editor, that the question of 
regenerating the state by means of an efficient 
army is a theory that possesses at least two as- 

‘pects. It is one thing to raise the desired 
army by means of foreign money, honesty, and 
brains, but it is another matter in China to 
keep up that army when it is handed to the pro- 
vincial authorities for control. If Great Britain 
had philanthropically trained a brigade of Chi- 
nese the reform of China would not have been 
advanced one iota until enforceable guarantees 
were given that the Brigade would be regularly 
paid and kept efficient. This would necessitate 
a thorough reform of the fiuancial system, or 
rather want of system, in China, and when that 
is secured there would be no difficulty in get- 
ting soldiers and even freind nertive officers. 

* 


The fact is perhaps sometimes lost sight of 
that in China the profession of a soldier is one 
that respectable families look askance at. The 
man who becomes an officer is generally run 
pretty close in other opportunities for making 
a living, and as his position gives him no stand- 
ing in public opinion, but is regarded rather as 
a last resource for a man of brains, and no fit- 
ting employment for a mau of means, it can be 
readily understood that the officer class is not 
exactly that required {o reform any country. 
With due deference to the gallant General’s 
opinions, the experiment of organising regi-. 
ments of Chinese on modern lines has been 
repeatedly tried, especially in recent years, 
auc found wanting.. Under the jurisdiction 
of the Viceroys at Nanking and Tientsin bat- 
talions of men have been raised, splendid fellows 
as regards physique, tractability, and under- 
standing, who have been trained by competent 
Bnropean officers, and at the various reviews 
and in sundry rebellions; have given evidence 
of their fitness as soldiers, The reason of this 
being simply that the Chinaman, like most other 
people, when paid fairly well for his services, 
and paid regularly, is willing to drill regularly 
and becomes an officient fighting unit. But 
-what is the eventual result? Why, the Viceroy 
_ finds. that the squeezes or contributions de- 
-manded from Peking to compensate blunders 
made elsewhere, suddenly grow larger. He is 
forced to retrench and sqneezes in turn his 
- subordinates ; the foreign instructors are gradu- 


ally dismissed, the native officers find their pay

etill further disbanded, and drift off swelling 
the coolie classes, or if their military instincts 
are not allayed, swell the ranks of the insur- 
gents in the periodical rebellions, or turn pirates. 
So, the money is squandered, and the armies go 
the way of -other reforms in China, 


The seat of the evil, aud the great difficulty 
confronting the npkeep of an efficient army, is 
the system of provincial viceregal zovernment, 
the absence of a justand equitable system of taxa- 
tion, or, in brief, the utter absence of any fin- 
ancial system. If the soldiers were regularly 
paid, as soldiers of the Empire and not of 
Viceroys, if the status of the native officer was 
raised to attract and keep desirable young men. 
willing to go through a thorough modern train- 
ing, there would be some use in talking of 
handing over foreign trained battalions to native 
control, But as things financial at present exist, 


“and are likely to do so, until the financial ad- 


ministration of the Empire is placed ander for- 
eign control on the same basis as the I.M. 
Customs, it is impossible, and if your Weihaiwei 
Regiment was handed over to the Viceroy of 
Pechili, it would become a banner corps in a 
month, and after that would be heard of no 
more, though its pay-sheet might for many 
years appear ou the expenditure side of the 
annual statements of the Viceroy to Peking.
